atocktaolder in the Sunnyside company. 

The wagonette was driven by Ed- 
ward Qetitor, son ot the proprietor of u 
lt|i|i l^Mlturd Iter*, and ase of the 
■mt popular young men in the city. 

The company's plant is located on 
the northwestern edge <if the city, 
about a quarter ot a mile from the 
aUt walla, and ia reached by a road 
Mhtaehing from th« right b( Wa&t 
Maryland street. 

Mr. Moore and Ed Geiger were in the 
front part of the wagonette. While 
the vehicle was paaeing a vacant let 
l«tt beforb BA4fci*K ton (° the road 
to gb to Mi'tdm iidlrtles on sides 
of the road fired In the dark upon the 
men In the wagonette. 

The >olIey produced great exeite- 
laaAt amoag the occupants of the Ta> 
liltft> and the driver, whipping up his 
borac£. hurried to tho mine, while 
Iheae who bad done the firing escaped 
la the darkoeaa. 

A few ralniites later, Patrolman Rus- 
ton appeared on the scene, having been 
attracted by the firing. It seems that 
one or two of those who had fired on 
the wafonetia reswioed in the netgh- 
borbood and seeing the policeman 
•pened fire on him. The shot struck 
against the back part of his helmet 
aad he was not injured. Three other 
oflleera reached (he place soon after- 
warda, but they were not fired ttfon.

Physicians were summoned imme- 
diately, the men were put in a place 
ot safety and the wounded men given 
every attention. Moore, who was suf- 
fering intensely, refused to he given 
attention until the men were disposed 
of safely. He Is at St. Mary's hospi- 
tal and la resting easy with some hopes 
ot recovery.

Springfield, Mass., Ifune 21.— This was 
McKinley day. The city was gaily dfc 
orated in honor of the president's visit 
and vast crowds thronged the streets, 
everyjone anxious to see and ahake 
handa with the president. 

The little' steamer Maccot arrived at 
her dock at 11:30 from South Holyoke, 
and was accorded a hearty reception 
by the flotilla of gaily deeoratOd boats 
which eluatered «bout the craft and 
from thouaanda who llaied tha river 
bank. 

At Holyoke, a reception committee 
from Springflald, headed by Mayor Gil- 
mer, met the president and party. 
During this trip the navigatiou ■ oiiuiilt- 
tee of this city gave the president an 
object leaaoa reigardtnt tha IdlirilRise 
advantage which would accrue to Hol- 
yoke were the river opened for navi- 
gation as far as the latter city. The 
president evinced much interest in the 
idea, but made no promiaea. 

On arrival at Springfield the presi- 
dential party were taken in carriages 
for a drive around tho city. Later they 
were driven through the armory 
grounds where a nathmal salute was 
fired and then tfiey were taken to the 
Noyasset club for luncheon. 

One pretty feature of the drive was 
the children from the various schools 
massed in front ot their bolldlnga and 
at each place two little girls advanced 
and placed a handsome bouquet in 
the hands of PrOaldent aad Mra. Mc- 
Kinley. 

After luncheon the ladiea remained 
at the club building while the presi- 
dent and the othe^ gentlemen were 
taken to the city hall, wheirii a large 
platform bad been erected.

This, in effect, says the company will 
not discharge a single man hired since 
the strike b^n, will not recognise the 
union and will re-instate such old men 
as have not l>een guilty of acts of vio 
lence.

per aaat of the strikera. The strikers 
at once held a meeting to consider th:s 
meeting and went into secret session. 

The serious riot on the south side 
during the evening waa the prelude 
to a series of minor disturbances car- 
ried on all through the night. Tn ev- 
ery part of the city switches were de 
stroyed. rails torn up. and the tracks 
piled high with obstructions. These 
were reniovid by the p<dlce. No at- 
tempt was made to run cars over lines 
where trouble was anticipated and 
both sides are awaiting tiia reavlt of 
the conference. 

At noon when two cars passed over 
the Superior viaduct about 600 men 
and boys working in factories near by 
and on the flats assembled and for 10 
mlnutea there waa a aerlous riot. Mis- 
illea tairi!^ filled the air fof a Uitf. 

Several passengers or both cars were 
struck by flying missiles and the cars 
were damaged. No one was seriously 
Injured. The call for the whla^a o( 
the factories tor the meh to ir^timi tto 
work put an end to the riot. 

A crowd of men and boys barricaded 
the tracks at Cedar and West Madison 
aTenuea at sooa.

DREYFUS AGAIN. 
Tha recent annoanoement that General 

Mercier, the famoiH riovernor-<7eneral of 
Paria in '94-'95, would testify at the 
B^nnea ooart^martial, haa again dlranad 

public attention to this remarkable case. 
To give our readers a clearer conception 
^f the aituation, we reprint the following 
extract from an article published by a 
well-informed writer (Mare Belloc-Lown- 
des) in an English periodical, which ap- 
peared about three weeka ago. Tha 
writer aays: 

"It ia not a little curious that the 
championa of Dreyfus, both in Europe 
and AinHrica. should have ignored so 
completely what aefiued to observers, 
who knew France well, oue «f the most 
striking features of the nffaire almost 
from the very beginning. Iroreign opin- 
ion, with few exceptiona, condemned the 
anti-I>ryfuaar<l8 in a body as either 
knaved or fonla. But it is the simple 
truth that the anti-Dreyfua flag has 
formed the rallying point of the most 
diverse elements. It was to those who 
knew France, aa if Mr. J. Morley, Cardinal 
Vaughan, Mr. Balfour, Sir Walter Besant. 
Mr. U. R. Sims, the Duke of Argyll, 
Harry Marks and Lord Cross ( Radicala, 
Conservatives, Catholics, Protestants, 
politicians, statesmen, savants, etc., etc.) 
all took the tame vievot some public qaes- 
tion and publicly axpraased Uteir agree- 
ment. Obviously any opinion halo in 
common by man differing ao widely in 
intellect, 'cbaraotar and pursuits, would 
deserve at any rate careful examiMtion. 
Unfortunataly, the majority of English 
obaarvera did not payaofllcient attention 
to tha remarkable varietsr of elements 
which went to make up anti-Dreyfus feel- 
ing in France." 

Ignorant and prejudiced observers on 
both sides of the Atlantic could see in it 
nothing but a vile military conspiracy, 
or a fanatical crusade against the Jews, 
OK a Jesuitical intrigue, or an attempted 
coup by Preten4ers to the throne. In 
point of fact, it was purely and incontes* 
tably a spontaneous effort of that great 
military democracy to eject a real or sus- 
pected traitor from the heart of tha 
French camp. Only this and nothing 
more. Tusu, in that vast fortified camp 
cBowB to tha world aa' Fbavob, arary dt- 
izen is a soldier, and not the slightest 
taint of suspicion m^ reat upon his 
oyalty to his comrades and to tha State. 

Of General Mercier, whom our enter- 
prising Anglo-Saxon journalists bave con- 
victed in advance of a trial, the same 
writer says that while "it is impossible 
to touch on the personality of any of the 
military otiicers concerned in the Drey- 
fus case without an elaborate analysis of 
their action at various points of tha com- 
plicated affair," General Mercier "stands 
high in the estimation of Iht bett clan of 
French ojfUsert" and, even ao long ago aa 
181)4, brought a bill before the French 
Chamber providing that treason should 
u future be punished with daath. "No 
doubt," says this writer, "a certain num- 
ber of persona in France adopted an anti- 
Dreyfus attitude from ignoble motives ; 
but it is manifestly unfair to attribute 
the same motivea indiscriminately to 
very one on tlie same side." Which is 
manifestly true; but bow can such a 
tmaldmtloB ba aappoiad to affect the 
opinions of the infallible jurists of the 
tripod who fulmine daily, or bebdoma- 
dally, ovar tha t|<naltaoiH aad incor- 
ruptible davoonwjr of tha lUimitabla 
West?
